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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that "the reassembly 
indicators are inserted into the traffic not by adding but by adapting," "Calvignac et al does not adapt the control data to include the 
reassembly indicators, but instead adds a new byte to the format." Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art. Examiner, 
respectfully, disagrees with Applicant's assertion that the claims are allowable simply because Calvignac inserts the reassembly 
indicators into the traffic stream. "Adapt" is not explicitly defined by the specification, such that Examiner is required to give the term its 
broadest, reasonable interpretation. MPEP Sec. 2111.01. "Adapt" is defined in Webster's Collegiate Dictionary as "to make fit (as for a 
specific or new use or situation) often by modification." This definition allows for the addition of reassembly indicators into the traffic 
since this insertion modifies the traffic for a new use, namely to provide reassembly indicators. As such, Examiner maintains that the 
cited prior art renders the claims obvious. If Applicant wishes distinguish the claims from the prior art on the basis of the aforementioned 
distinction, then Applicant should clearly define "adapt" in the claims. 
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
